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Ever since | first managed to talk the Hornet staff into letting me 
do a series of reviews for them, I have been stumped for openers. 
What can I do to start the year off right? I didn’t want to , rint a pan 
for my first review, but all the good films I could think of had 
already closed; few of those remaining were even worth mentioning. 
Ther an inspiration struck me: I would obtain a list of the Cultural 
Programs Cosmmittee’s Saturday night film series. What better way 
to start off, I thought, than to soundly endorse the Committee’s Fall 
film series? Sacramento State has for years provided students with a 
fine, exciting list of films—better than any college program I have 
2ver seen, and comparable even to the programs at Berkeley’s 
Telegraph Repertory and Northside Cinemas. 

Well, the fact is that the list of films for Fall 1971 is about the 
most disappointing one I can remember. Not that there aren’t any 
worthwhile pictures on the list—in fact there are quite a few. It is 
hard to fault the selection of such tities as “Jules et Jim”, “La 
Strada”, “Before the Revolution”, “The Shop on Main Street,” and 
“Shakespeare Wallah". But there are also signs—and SSC is the last 
place | expected to see them—of a disturbing trend that has been 
sweeping like wildfire through college film programs—at least in the 
Sacramento Area. 

Last year, Consumnes River College showed “The Music Man” as 
part of its film series; listed among the titles at Sacramento City 
College last semzstei was “Cat Ballou”. Now, really, these two films 
are a lot of fun, I suppose, but are they really worth protracted 
study? Perhaps I’m giving a little too much prestige to the idea of a 
College film series, but it seems to me that this kind of programming 
reduces a series tc the level of those free shows you used to get with 
three Pepsi bottie caps. Besides, it is an incredible waste of college 
money. For the price Sac City paid for “Cat Baliou” they could have 
gotten “Shane” and “Destry Rides Again’; Consumnes River could 
have had “Singin’ in the Rain” or even “West Side Story” for their 
money. It is obvious, I think, that aesthetic quality was at best a 
secondary consideration in the selection of these college’s film 
programs. 

Less obvious, of course, is UC Davis‘ decision to open their 
program this year with Ken Russel’s “‘Women in Love’. “Women in 
Love” may or may not be a film worth seeing often (I don’t lose my 
mind over it); the question I am raising is whether those responsible 
for the decision to show it were motivated by aesthetic valu 
popular appeal. The issue is endlessly debatable, but [ still have 
strong suspicions. 

Which, in a roundabout way, leads me to my disappointment with 
SSC’s Fall film series. I seem to see traces of this crowd-pleasing 
approach in the list published by the Cultural Programs Committee 
last week. For instance: 

1 don’t think “Dr. Strangelove” is really due for a repeat 
performance at SSC. It was last shown here in 1968, a scant two 
months before “2001” set the world on fire. It seems almost as if 
the CPC decided to wait a respectful while before whisking it back 
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again. Sort of a personal quirk, I guess, because “Dr. Strangelove” is 
a brilliant, outrageously funny film, and comes highly 
recommended. 

My objections to the three-film series on young American 
directors is considerably more concrete. The first film, James Ivory’s 
icclaimed “Shakespeare Wallah” is, I should think, no more an 
American film, and Ivory no more an American director, than 
Richard Lester (born in Philadelphia) or any of his films. 

Paul Newman's “Rachel, Rachel”’ is a similarly dubious choice. 
Classifying Newman among the current crop of young American 
directors on the strength of “The Maltese Faicon”. (The program 
notes for “Rachel, Rachel” also gets the story of its creation exactly 
backward, perhaps out of deference to the director-as-creator 
theory. Actually, it was Woodward and script writer Stern who were 
able to get backing for their film oniy after Newman agreed to 
direct) I respected and admired the sincerity of the team who made 
“Rachel, Rachel”, but I am sure that it was the powerful 
Newman-Woodward name that gained it its box office success as well 
as the initial backing; and 1 suspect it is being shown at SSC for the 
same reasons. 

I would not recommend Francis Ford Coppola’s “You're a Big 
Boy Now” for screening at a dog fight. A slick, shallow, forced 
comedy of adolescence ( not again!) it is undistinguished except for 
the performances of Peter Kastuer, Karen Black, and the music of 
John Sebastian. Coppola, I think, is the most indefensible choice of 
the three Americans here cited. Certainly “You're a Big Boy Now” is 
useful only as a negative example, with it’s trite gags, ham acting, , 
and “cinematic” chase scenes at the drop of a hat (~ runaway kite, a 
recalcitrant dog, even a stolen Gutenberg Bible) 

If we are to be given a sample of the films of young American 
directors, why is the CPC piddling around with Paul Newman and 
Francis Ford Coppola? Why aren’t we given films by Noel Black of 
Paul Williams, to name only two (even Stuart Hagmann, with his 
abominable “Strawberry Statement” is a more appropriate choice)? 

I cannot help but believe that the Cultural Programs committee is 
yielding to the tendency to book “name” films. I am not such an 
alarmist as to imply that next semester will find us watching “Love 
Story” or “Airport”, but the fact remains that in January we will be 
seeing “Performance”, which has not even finished its theatrical run. 
It seems to ™me that a college film series (like an educational radic or 
TV station) shculd be a place where we can sce films that . re 
unavailable to us in regular theatrical fare. Some years ago, the CPC 
pulled off a major coup by obiaining the California premiere >of 
“The Death of Tarzan”, an important film | -om Czechoslovakia that 
was still getting first-run reviews on the New York circuit; to my 
knowledge this ‘ilm has yet to be shown anywhere else on the West 
Coast. This was an unusual stroke of luck, and is an extreme 
exampie, but it is precisely this sort of vacancy in available films that 
a college film series is intended, I think, to fill.

Dr. Stenega heads new progrem 

Dr. Preston § Stegenga, coordinator of the 
International Student Program at Sacramento State 
Coliege, has been assigned responsibility for the 
academic programs of the International Affairs 
Center in a move which will combine three college 
programs under a newly-named International Center 
Stegenga has assumed directorship of the Center. 

The three programs include the International 
Student Program under which some 300 foreign 
students are enrolled at Sacramento State College. 
The second program is the Study Abroad Program 
through which students from Sacramento State 
College may attend one of the overseas study 
programs during their junior year. These programs are 
located in colleges and universities in eleven European 
countries, in two nations in the Middle East, in three 
Asian countries, and in a number of countries in 
Latin America and Africa. 

Stegenga’s new administrative responsibility 
two-year master of arts 
program leading to a degree in International Affairs 
The graduate program in International Affairs was 
established in 1969 

Dr. Stegenga has just returned from a visit to 
several South American nations during which time he 
visited former foreign students from SSC and also 
explored the possibilities for internships for students 
enrolled in the International Affairs Master’s Degree 
Program at SSC. 

Stegenga is presently serving as President of the 
Sacramento Chapter of the United Nations 
Association. He also holds the position of chairman 
of the Emergency Assistance Fund of the Sacramento 
Council for International Students. Stegenga serves as 
a member of the board of trustees of the World 
Affairs Council in Sacramento 
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If black folk. were to take the advice of George Jackson’s tather 
and commence with a moratorium on crime in the ghettos, can we 
carry it off? Certainly there is a need for such a halt in criminal 
behavior and such an event would be great, most of all for Oak Park 
and other gate-oes. 

However, the police may not allow a moratorium on crime and the 
prison “hacks” wouldn't care for the idea should it be realized. For 
the police and prison guards get 85 percent of their “business” from 
among people in ghettos. This figure is based on an Attica article by 
Nicholas Von Hoffman, and the 85 percent probably represents (i.e., 
reflects the situation in most other prisons). And the courts tend to 
give the lower ciasses longer sentences with vague terminal dates. 

Should we take father Jackson’s advice, we would put a lot of 
people out of work, and, of course this would be un-American. 

The Adult Authority in California wants to build a 50 million 
dollar prison. Such a project would not benefit anyone but those 
people in the building trade; and someone may make a little political 
hay of it. More importantly, the people building the prison would 
hire few, if any ghetto types. This fact, if fact it is, seems to 
perpetuate and make one thing perfectly clear: The system wants to 
continue on its course, unhampered by any consideration which 
doesn’t perpetuate the status quo, by denying jobs to those of us 
who need work most. 

in doing so, the system creates active hostility revolutionary 
acts-and this would be unnecessary if people bound for the nation’s 
prisons, had instead a piece of the action 

Jackson’s advice should be realized. If it is. the ghetto would be a 
better place to live, and we could minimize the need for policemen 
and San Quentins. And, except for the fact that the police would 
continue to harry black folks, they would have nothing else to do 
but bust hippies and other kind people 

Lots of hacks and judges would be sitting around with nothing to 
do, too, and there wouldn't be any need to spend $0 million 
Smack-a-rues on a cage, for there are many necessary “do-goodies” 
things such as a kidney machine for every California hospital, and a 
new Sacramento High School on which the state ought to spend i* 
money 

Let us get on with Jackson’s Moratorium on crime, and really beat 
the svstem ;

BILLY JACK 


The villainour rancher and his henchman lift their rifles. The wild 
horses trapped in the corral whinny, sensing that they are soon to be 
dog food. The men aim their rifles. Suddenly the henchmen hesitate 
and stare about-something is wrong.

Perhaps like a Republic western you might have 
watched on TV Saturday mornings on Bar Seven Theatre when you 
were a kid? Wrong. This is an opening scene from a new movie 
called Billy Jack made by the National Student Association to feed 
the fantasies of all good liberals. Have you ever wished that John 
Wayne was on your side instead of being for Reagan, Nixon, the 
Marines, and the U.S. Cavalry? in this movie Billy Jack is the big, 
mean, tough hero who always rescues our type of people. He is an 
ex-Green Beret that turned against the war and came back to the 
Indian reservation to live in the mountains with an old wise man 
who is teaching him Indian lore. Periodically he descends from the 
mountains to save the reservation’s free school from the wicked 
rancher and the local townspeople.

Yet, however comforting it is to believe in the myth of the 
western hero. a man who solves all problems through force, the 
makeis of Billy Jack are too honest to accept such simpleness 
Although the movie begins with Billy Jack saving mustangs, kids

complicated, and Billy Jack’s violence serves no useful purpose until 
at the end his rugged individualism becomes a hazard for his friends 

Having integrity doesn’t 'ways mean that you have talent, too 
Unfortunately this applies to Billy Jack. The script is hackneyed, the

Asked in an interview after his 
address to the assembled crowd 
about Attica and the prison riots 
and subsequent killing, he 
termed it a failure of political 
leadership to stop the crisis, and 
said that rehabilitation in prisons 
obviously is not working. When 
asked if he thinks he can effect 
any change if he is elecied, he 
stated, “I think there are great 
opportunities for change,” at 
which point he was whished 
away to a waiting car to his 
motel to prepare for a cocktail 
party with local Democratic 
party fat cats.

necessary 
but dull 


skill ???

Using the library at SSC is a 
necessary but dull skill. For 
most students the library is a 
study hall and a social center 
since our campus lacks a student 
union. Little do they realize 
what suspenseful novels, risque 
poetry, radical magazines, 
humorous comics, helpful 
guides, short-cuts to term 
papers, etc. the library has. The 
Tick “is TO know about these 
materials and then to be able to 
find them. 

The key to the library's 
holdings is the card catalog 
which lists all books by author, 
title, and subject. This sounds 
simple, but it can be quite 
confusing for the unidated . Near 
the card catalog is an 
information desk behind which 
sits a librarian, hopefully to rusi, 
to your aid if needed. Often it is 
difficult to find under just what 
subject heading certain books 
will be found, or how to spell a 
name, or where the bathroom is. 


Each book has a “call 
number’, i.e) an identiiication 
number by which it can be 


located. Hopefully all books on 
the same topic will be together 
under the same call number, but 
this does not always happen 
since often the multitude of 
books published are not so easily 
fitted into ready made subject 
headings. The library is divided 
into four different sections: 
Education-Psychology (Ist 
floor); Science & Technology 
(2nd floor); and Social Science 
and Business Administration 
(3rd floor). The books should be 
located somewhere in cae of 
these four sections arranged by 
call number. There are guides 
telling in what section call 
numbers should be found. At 
first it is often confusing 
discovering where books are 
shelved. If you have trouble, you 
need only yell for help. 
Magazines and newspapers are 
listed alphabetically in computer 
print-outs located in each 
section and at the card catalog. 
This list will explain what years 
each magazine the library has 
and in what section that 
magazine will be found. In each 
section the magazines will be 
shelved together alphabetically 
arranged by title, usually with 
the back issues bound and the 
current issues lying loose. 
Unfortunate!,, recent issues of 
popular magazines are poften 
damned hard to find—cither 
someone else is reading just the 


magazine you want, or it is 
misshelved, or stolen, or torn 
apart New, rs are also 
shelved alphabetically by 


themselves

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Back issues of newspapers and 
magazines are often bulky and 
take up much space. Therefore, 
the library sometimes buys back 
issues of many newspapers and 
magazines on _ microfilm. If 
needed, ask where the file 
drawers holding the microfilm 
‘re and how to use the 
microfilm reader. Besides 
microfilm, the library also has 
material on microcards and 
microfiche. 

As you enter each section of 
the library sometimes there will 
be a desk next to the door 
Usuaily a reference librarian will 
be sitting behind the desk. This 
person is easy to identify since 
he or she talks loudly and has no 
qualms about disturbing others 
However, a reference librarian 
can be very helpful in explaining 
the mysteries of the library and 
guiding you about. Always ask 
for help if you need it. That is 
theirjob

“index tables”. These are long 
tables on which sit indexes and 
sometimes bibliographies 
Probably the most familiar index 
is Readers’ Guide to Periodical 
Literature. It lists alphabetically 
by subject and author all articles 
that appear in the more popular 


American magazines such 4s 
Time, Newsweek, Life or 
Harpers. Readers’ Guide 


probably indexes over a hundred 


magazines. li started in 1900 
and is issued monthly. Other 
indexes include Art Index, Music 
index, Education Index, 
Chemical Abstracts, ete 
Practically every subject 


conceivable has an index for its 
magazines. A few newspapers 
such as the New York Times and 
the Christian Science Monitor 
publish their own indexes.

However, most newspapers and 
many magazines are not indexed 
anywhere. This means that you 
have to thumb through each 
issue if you are hunting for a 
particular article in that 
magazine or newspaper 

Next to the index tables are 
book shelves containing 
reference books. Reference 
books cannot be checked out, 
and they are probably not the 
sort of books you would want to 


take home. They include 
encyclopedias, dictionaries, 
guides, handbooks, 
bibliographies, biographies, 
etc.-a book not to be read 
through but only to be 
consulted for particular facis. 
Some reference books are 
fascinating, for instance 
dictionaries on witchcraft. the 
Whole Earth Catalog, 
underground guides to San 


Francisco, draft help books, and 
handbooks on angels. Name 
your problem somewhere there 
is probably a reference book to 
answer it 

The Reserve Book Room is 
on the first floor, to the right as 
you enter the library. Books are 
put there if a heavy demand 
exists for :hem such as a fifty 
being required to 
of which the library

has only one copy. Reserved 
books usually can be checked 
out for very short periods of 
time. Heavy fines insure that 
you return them promptly, or so 
it is hoped 

The library has four Xerox 


machines. A page costs five cents 
to reproduce. These machines 
are heavily used probably 
because magazines and reference 
books can not be checked out 
Or perhaps spending a nickel is 
easier than taking notes 

Soft chairs to curl up in and 
read? To the left as you come in 
to the library is a small lounge 
with a few comfortable seats. It 
is usually crowded as is the rest 
of the library. 

“Q” books? No, I do not 
want to talk about such things; I 
have said enough... The easiest 
way ‘0 know the library is to use 
the place—browse about and see 
what you can find. it might 
surprise you.

A lot of other actors play people who 
run around naked. All of them shout. Oh, God, how they shout! 
Russell has his actors substitute volume for characterization, volume 
for lust, volume for thought, volume for charisma. If charisma 
equated with volume, every one of these people would be ruler of 


someplace big. 


Their antics include heaps of counterfeit plague victims with plastic 
sores, counterfeit intrigue over pressing contemporary issues such as 
the death of feudalism, and much flailing with spiked rubber chains 

It seems appropriate that Russell’s hooting troupe inhabits an

town constructed 


of pure white 


mass-produced bricks and styled after a modern apartment-house 
complex. The director is counterfeiting a little highly-symbolic 
stylization here, and the desperate attempt to wring symbolism out 
of such an anachronism shows perfectly why “The Devils” is so 
stupid.
